1. This office action is in response to the Application filed 11/28/2000 and 
amendment filed 02/1 5/2005. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are pending in the Application. 

3. Applicant's amendment has been fully considered. Examiner finds them 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach the comparison of the circuit 
elements stored in the available area and corresponding circuit elements stored in the 
unavailable area (for storing a plurality of previously stored circuit patterns) and 
indicating an agreement between the compared circuit elements of the ladder circuit 
editing system as claimed.

memory (b), which is distinguished from the other ladder circuits stored in the program 
memory (b), but lacks Indicating an agreement between the compared circuit elements 
of the ladder circuit editing system.
